Corn is worth a dollar a )iii>h- 
•1 in ^[exico, and as Mexico has 
not changed her money stand- 
ard, the dollar which tlie farmer 
jets for his bushel of corn will 
litill be a dollar, pay his debts 
and taxes, und railroad fares, 
and hotel bills, and a dollar's 
worth of anything he needs from 
the nerehaata. 

Corn is worth 24 cents a bush- 
el in Chicago, and since our 
money standard has been chang- 
ed from the double standard to 
the gold standard, the 24 cents 
which the farmer gets for his 
bushel of com will pay 24 cents 
f)n his debts, taxes railroad fares 
and hotel bilN.whi-re formerly a 
bushel of corn would have paid 
48 cents of his debte, taxes, ete. 
While the change in the money 
standard has cut the price of 
his corn into, debts, taxes, 
railroad fares and interest rates 

were not eonraspoadingty redue- 

ed.
